JOINT- STOCK COMPANIBa AND 

MINING PROSPECTS. 

AVe lake it to be a sign of the advance of llic 
mining prospectaof British Columbia.and coo- 
isqueutly of the commercial prosperitj of 
Victoria, that gubslantial compaDlcsaro being 
formed for carrying on mining and operations 
connected tlicrewith. We have liad no op- 
porluiiitj- up to tho present lime of forming 
any opinion, based on practical observation, 
of^^be resalU of a combination of labor on 
any of the creeks. A large company ware 
at work on Lightning Creek last yonr, but 
wUaD tbe ieasnn closed Ihey had nnly com- 
menced their opcrationi. In ibe coming lea- 
aoD we may coofldently look for leaulta, acd if 
they Bre'iadb aa to warrant the ioirodnotifin 
of more capital and labor, we •hall probably 
ne many more companiei at work upon that 
creek in the ensuing iteaaoD. On Williams 
Creek we loi^k for great results, from the 
prospectiD|J that will be carried out by the 
Artesian Gold-mining Company, which hai 
been formed lor the purpose of working the 
leadSi which it is supposed run through the 
valley at the lower end of Williams Creek. 
No port of tbe Cariboo country has hitherto 
beoD properly prcspected : tbe great expense 
of sinking shafts and drifting in search of 
Ibe lead baa deterred many from prospecting 
ground which they had every reason to sup- 
pose would turn out rich. By sinking with 
artesian borers, tho great expense of prospect 
ing will be got lid of, and we may hope to 
see the ground, of wliich tbe company have a 
lease, thoroughly prospected under the now 
•ystem in less time than it would take to 
sink half a dozen shads upon the old system, 
and at considerably less cipense. Should 
the result of tho boring bo satisfactory, wre 
may anlicipato that a very largo capital will 
be employed without any delay in working 
this ground. The company intend to send up a 
steam-engine aa soon as, they strike a. paying 
prospect, and with a capito! ofS 132,000 to back 
them, they will be able to employ sufficient 
hands to perform as much -svork during the 
ensuing season upon their half inila of ground 
as has been accomplished hitherto upon tho 
whole of the creek, always supposing that 
the gold is there and can bs got out, which 
there is no room to donbt. The company 
hare their appaiS'i ;s on the ground, and n o 
presume they are now ready for immediate 
action. If their first borings are succesalul, 
wo may expect to .'lee a complete rerolotion 
in the mininj,' system on -Williams Creek 
during tho present season. If with artesian 
boring tools it is possible to reach the bed 
rock tor le5s than 8500, there will bo an end 
of sinking sl-.Rftson 5peciilalii)ii, niul mining 
operations will bo reduced to as absolute cer- 
tsinty as is coal mining in tbe.aortb of Eng- 
land. Labour will, .of coarse, be very much 
eoopomiscd by this method, but at the same 
lime, it wiil be to tho full m extensively era- 
ployed, for as fiiJt as a good prospect is 
slrnck by the arle-iaii bijring machine, so 
certainly will a shall bo snnk fur tho purpose 
of working tbe lode. So far the prospects 
for the woiking miner are improved, aa those 
who labor riust alw.iys be when ciipital is 
brongh into thcllield to aid ihem. When we 
couple the foriiiLilinn of the Jied Rock Flumo 
Company (or xViUler Crook with the estab- 
lishment of this oxtonaive company, we feel 
that we are not too sangnine in predicting a 
glorious result to the two colonies from the ener- 
getic measures ihut are now being brought to 
bear upon our mining operations. 

What effect Ihco undertakings will have 
upon the prosperity of tho whole country, it 
is easy to forsoo. If they are as succesalul, 
as careful, and prudent as miners anticipate 
that tbey wilt be, and if there is gold in 
Cariboo, who can doubt that tho combination 
of skill, capital, and labor will be more euc- 
oosaful in getting it out than the solitary ef- 
forts of liibor have been hitherto. We 
may hope before the close of the season to 
see oar trade wilb Oaribop doubled. Even 
the dreams of th"* sanguine projectors of tho 
coast roBto may be realisec', and we may sea 
a line of steamers running from Victoria to 
Bcotinok arm, with a wagon road to the ris- 
ing little town at tho Mouth of Queanelle, so 
that wo shall think little more of a trip to 
that part of the country than we do at tbe 
present moment of a run op to Now West- 
minster. Be that as it may, tho journey to the 
mines by tbe existing routes, is now such an 
easy matter, that we may confidently hope 
for a great reduction in the price of freiglit, 
which will afford a much bettor scope to 
oommeroial enterprise than has existed here- 

■ tofore. 

THE THBATRICAIi SEASON. 

When tiia shades of autumn were closing 
in upon us and we were daily welcoming the 
miners who had ooma down to spend the 
winter and some of their earnings amongit 
us wo urged upon our fellow cilizens the ne- 
cessity of doing the best that in them lay to 
gender Victoria a ploainnt winter residence, 
roremoat amongst the recreations which are 
iiecess.iry to the soc'ni and rational existence 
of tho human race, may bo classed the legiti- 
mate drama. It was in the confidence 
that the presence of a good theatrical oom- 
pauy in our city ihroii'^h tho winter scison, 
would not only render our long winter oyen- 
ioL'n \o<is irksumo, but would also bo a muto- 
rinl liciielit to trade generally, that wb at 
lhat time advocated the -fullest encourage- 
ment to a good theatrical company in our 
oily, and at the prasont rooraont, when the 
FPRsnn is rapidly drawing to a close, wn can 
with lb'' L;reiile-l siuisl'nclion, so far as the 
■iilvuii'.'-i; ■ I'l!'"' has accrued to our fellow- 
Ml i, iniik back upon. what. i?e said at the 
c iinuieiieiiaieal o( the season. We have 
had a thtftttrc open with tbe exception of n 
very few nights, for the wholo aeabon. 
The miner has had no reason to eomplain that 
Victoria is too d.ill to spend the winter in 
for not only has the theatre been open, but 
the pci lnrraauces have btoii throughout rao.it 
creditable to the managcuisnt, and such as 
would draw bouses in iho largest cities in 
'the universe. The asrsregato sum that has 
lioen taken iil the donr^i, if nny ol our readers 
will tuko the iruuble to reckon it up, will he 
f„und to 1)0 not far short of the yield of a rich 
Cariboo claim for tt seaJion.j lithe^samo cal- 
culator could reckon how much has been 
taken awoy by those left after a short stay 
amongst us, and how much will bo carried 
away by the company whor. they leavo us, and 
,ubtraot it from the aggregate receipts, tho 
balance, and that not inconsiderablo, would 
show the amount that has been spent in the 
town oud been oircnlatod in trade. 

Wo sincerely wish that tho Lessee of the 
theatre had had a more lucrative season with 
us, but we are glad to hear his pecuniary loss 
will not be such aa woa at one time feared. 
We boliove that it rests with our fellow citi- 
zons by their readiness in coming forward 
to give a bumper house to Mr. Ward for his 
• benefit ibis evening, to diminish thot loss to 
•0 small an amount, that the /ialo of eno hundred 
flitr^..tlokeU amongst t he P*';"""' J'^ 



ibora for cueh a purpo.so, will enable tbe 
mauagar to announce lliu gratifying fact that 
tie baa lost nothing by his season In Victoria. 
It is to our interest that this should be tbe 
oaoc, for we may then hope for tho preiience 
ol ihe jame icmpany next winter. It is not 
our inienlion to crilicise or to tlalter, tbeio 
tius been enough of llic former, — of both, 
perhaps, — for ilattery soon palls the appetite; 
but we can say, from every grade of citizons, 
from the grave senator to tbo satchelled school 
boy, that we shall mosi bnartily welcome each 
one of the ladies who liavu, in their various 
roles, gratified us so much this season. To the 
LeBsee:We must show oor appreoiatiou of his

Ring. Anotber.feaion that 1 did not wish to 
have anylhinfc'to 'do with Ranald .Macdonald 
was that I bad. seen hipi bruised with fighting, 
and bad beeii told'he was in tha custom of 
fighting when ha got into liquor, which wns 
not of nnfrequont occurrence. The fraud that 
I accuse the plaintiff of is naisrepresentalion 
and witholding the deed from ms until the 
last niomoiii. I did not complain to anybiie 
of ihii", when 1 got up to Benlinck'Xrm 
there was nn one to complain tO.>'Tlie^ttme 
fir finishing tlia work was first partioularly 
drawn to ray altonlion when I was on board 
the Labouohere. I recollect tho time 1 
arrived al tha Benliouk Arm beoauss I put it 
down in ray memorandum book (produced). 
Tho gonils which I took up from here were 
neatly consumed before I reached the slide. 
I purchased Koma goods from 0. IJ. Young. 
Mr. Barron hml a amnll interest in tho train 
and in tho goods. I hal about twelve men ;

l!y the Foreman of Jury — I recolleol a pe- 
tition for a new charter lying at M.icdonald 's 
Rank; I think Mr. Iireon signed this petition; 
I don't know whether ho did it at my request 
or not. 

By a Juryman— Mr. Green told me when 
ho first saw ma that the old company was 
gono in. that the promoters had not paid up 
anvthing. 

A. D. Maodenald— When Ihe potition for 
a now charter was lying at my Bank I was 
absent at California i I never saw the 
potition at all ; it is not oorreot that I 
asked Mr. Green or any ono to sign it 
In the fall of 1863, Mr. Cary and ;I,;hnd 
some Ir.torviewa about the Bentlnok Arm 
matter. Mr. .Hood had.. been arrosted in 
April on an nffidovit of Mr.' Green,' that ha 
owed the company 820,000.

Thsro was a 
proposition for -a sottlomeut mado at thut 
lima. I believe it was in writinor. This pa- 
par preduend is it ; it is in Mr. C.try's hand- 
writiiii. 'J'iii> words " williont projndioo " 
are in^Mr. (jary's h:\nil-writing. I had inter- 
views with tho" Governor ijiid ("ol. .Moody. 
My propo.iitions wora particularly favorably 
enteitainod by both of them. Col. Moody 
told mo that Ilanald Mactlonald's charier 
was forfeitod. Hood was still desirous of 
making tha rO»d. I wanted tho government

English Minister fur Koreign Alliirs, and 
closed by saying : '• This is not diploiiiaey, 
your lordship, but the honest, straightforward 
dealing ol a pla n, blunt man." A few days 
aflerward thu order for the detention ol the 
rebel rams was promulgated."

Ladies Expi.orimo tiik Xile. — At the 
masting of the Gaogruphical Society oit 
Monday night, a ooma)unication was mad j in,, n, 
from Mr. Tinno, giving ao account of the (i.x- 
plorations wast of the VVbile Nile, ii} which 
ths Dotoh ladies spoken of at the last meet- 
ing were pairiics. ' The object of the explora- 
tion was to psDOtrale to tbe mountain range 
jwest of ,the.)Vhite Nile, ,from which that 
river derives a liirge portion of its supply 
The expedition was exceedingly numerous 
consisting of about liOO men engaged as 
porters, 50 soldiers, 3^ asses, and various 
attondants. They proceeded from ^barloi^R) 
in light boats, and after great difficulty are 
tired at a largo marshy lake, siluat'ad about 
nlDB degrees north latitude, and 2.'> degrees 
east longitude. They then bud their goods 
carried, and proceeded by laud woslwatd 
through a woll-walerod country, abounding 
in vegclalion. Thoy passed througU many 
villages, Ihe chiefs of ivhieli were gonernlly 
very civil and ostentatiously hn.spitable lU 
fust, giving lilt Kuropenn porliou ut thu parly 
tho besl housos for their oecupaiion, and in 
some instances insisting on feeding them at 
gratuitously for tho tirsl day, but Ihoy made 
up for Ibis liberalily afler.»urils by charg- 
ing most exorbitantly lor every article 
supplied. TII088 chiefs were moroiinnla, 
engaged principally In the ivory trade, a 
trade which they carry on in a regular mer- 
cantile manner. Among the dllU.iulties cn- 
eountered were the rebulliuiis of their sol- 
dierPi who ooinplaiiiBd that lliey had not 
enough to eat, though 3U[)plied with five bul- 
locks a day and vegetuble food in proporlion. 
In one instanoo ihe soldiers wero liroiii^lit lo 
reason by tho pciauasions of the ladies. At 
times the roads were impassable, owing to 
11)0 rain', trnd'the great an:(icty of tbe expo- 
diiiqn was to get to' a plaoo uf safety where 
thoy oould remain during tha'rainy season, 
whioh would last for four aieoths. . The flora 
ol the district was represented ta be beauti- 
ful and novel, and the party vvcre not annoy- 
ed by niosriuitoBs or any olhcr insects but 
white ftulB, which were very destructive. Oo- 
oasionaily they saw clophunla, and onco thoy 
shot a lion, bi(l the tract of country through 
whioh they pas-icd was so imich [leopled that 
few wild beasts could bo expected.

1 ihoutrhl it was impossible lo 
see liiior or more varied expression than their 
faces exhibited ; lor I saw them al a tiino 
when their enlhusiasin, their indignation, 
their sorrow, and all their religious leuliiigs 
wero nwakoued. I bad read in sunie book, 
that they wero frivolous and changeable; but 
tlioy have haan oonetuBt to Poland, and dull 
persons will always mislake animation, riuiok- 
ness of psroeption, and a light manner of 
treating light subjects, for frivolily. In every 
oivilizod country, women give the tone to 
society, and this is particularly the case in 
Poland, where social gatherings .are more 
Iretiucnt than with us, and where there ate 
no eniertainraents,rpO pleasure parlies of any 
kind, nt which women ore' not present. • If, 
however, tho Polish Indies oared .''only ' for 
pleasure, inslead of piftoiog patri'qti«i|Hi*bovu 
all Qlhor oonsidcrations ; if the balls and 
bribes olTercd to llieni and to their husbands, 
oould make them forget their sull'eriiig 
countij ; then the Uussiniis would cerlainly 
by this time have made Boiiie progress in llia 
way oi' gaining adherents am iiig tho Polish 
lamilies of the kingdom, whereas as it is, 
they have not advanced a slop. Tho Polish 

mothers bring up llio young Poles as patriuU, | at the lowoit''cash prices, 
and Iha Polish wivus exclude Iruin society all 
whoso patriotism is o'^en doubtful. A year 
and n-half ago tho women of Poland made 
a tacit ngreeinera not to dance, and they 
have kept their word, p^inflll as iho trial 
must have been, for the Poles aro essentially 
a dancing people ; nnd it was only liocausu a 
great calaitiily had befallen Ihein that thoy 
gayo up thsir smuseincuts nnd auireiidered 
ihsmselves to mourning. — The Polish Uap- 
tivity, by Sutherland Edwards.
